to their progeny and only too ready to pass it over to their in- 
structors. These, as a rule, are faithful enough in the obligation 
they assume to the public, but it is not in human nature that they 
can have the same solicitude regarding the moral training of the 
child that should attach to parentage, nor is it possible in the ex: 
acting cares of their position and the absence of intimate personal 
contact they could'have the influence of a father or mother. 


Possibly, conditions may have arisen, or are arising in organ- 


ized society that -would make the enforcement of a curfew ordi- 
nance beneficial, but genuine effort at reformation should go far- 
ther than that, it should go to the 
home, impressing 
there the 


bounden and solemn obligation of parentage, the right care and 
training that is the God-given heritage of the child.

a central board of administration to look after the twenty ben- 
olont and penal institutions of the state, has not worked out so 
eally in practice as was predicted by the promoters of the plan. 


The state board has, according to its own figures, worked 
out a 


saving in the cost of managing and maintaining institutions. 
It 


has not come near equalling the old trustee system in looking after 
the welfare and comfort of the patients. It is not going around 
to see if patients arc trc.itrd right, if all available room is being 
utilized, if conditions are such that relatives of inmates would be 
thoroughly satisfied if they should become familiar with all the ins 
and onts of institution life. That was the strength of the 
trustee, 


system and failure to look after Ihis most essential thing, is the 
weakness of the eeutral board plan. And as between saving a few 
dolars and seeing that patients are treated as they 
should 
be 


treated, we believe tbe people of Ohio prefer tin; latter every time. 


Possibly the legislature may waken up to the situation one, of 


these days and provide a plan by which there will be a 
central 


purchasing hoard for the buying of supplies, only, while the gen- 
eral oversight of each institution will be returned to a small board 
of trustees. We believe this would bring about an ideal manage- 
ment of institutions, insure the admission of all entitled to 
be 


eared for and most essential of all, the proper eare and 
treatment 


of all patients.
